a significant percent of the vegeta­ 
bles, but later investigation showed 
that the chief cause was the manner 
in which the farmer was disposing 
of his produce. 
Several years buck, when the far­ 
mer used Ike horse and wagon as a 
means of transporting his surplus 
produee to the market, this 
effect 
eould not have been obtained, but 
with the influx of th? automobile 
truck, 
which 
means 
faster 
and 
cheaper transportation, the direct 
delivery of country produce 
is a 
principal factor in the trend of the 
wholesale produce market.

Paris, (By Mail)—Italy, “beyond 
tho Alps” to Napoleon, lies 
within 
the Alps to the France of today. 
This is not the geographical per­ 
version it seems to be. The rich val­ 
leys beyond the 
mountains 
meant 
wealth to Bonaparte—the scenery 
and the water power of the Alpine 
barrier itself spells wealth to modern 
France. 
The scenic value of the Alps has 
long brought riches to France. The 
growing 
exploitation 
of 
winter 
sports in the mountains is adding to 
the summer income. And now, short 
of coal, France is again turning to 
her mountains for aid. America de­ 
velop'd her water power first and is 
nowr beginning to exploit her scen­ 
ery. In France the reverse is true. 
The glacial rivers which 
abound 
in the French Alps are being 
en­ 
slaved. Torrents are being brought 
in huge pipe lines down the sides of 
the inountains and 
even 
through 
them by tunnels until the traveller, 
amazed at the streams of wTater 
spurting out of solid rook, begins to 
wonder if Moses didn’t lead the chil­ 
dren of Israel through the 
French 
Alps instead of through Syria. 
Already in the Usines Girod 
in 
Ugines the French have 
the 
only 
steel mill in Europe operated entire­ 
ly by hydro-electric power. Factor­ 
ies for the making of acetylene and 
other products (are scattered along 
the rivers. Only a beginning has been 
made, but the beginning is being fol­ 
lowed up. 
“White coal”, 
as 
the 
French term water power, bids fair 
to solve the fuel problem of France.
